SAFE IN PORT. 



Arrival In New York Harbor of the 
Trans Atlantiqne Liner "La 
Gascoguo." 

Great Excitement— The French Colony 
Especially Jubilant— Causes 
ot the Delay. 

Quarantine, New York, Feb. 11,— La 
Gasooguo is aafo. The big Frenoh Unor, 
which is eight) dayB ovorduo, droppod 
anchor at tho bar just boforo midnight, all 
woll on board, and a aigh of relief gooa up 
from bwo continents. Tho delay waa duo 
to a broken piston rod and to tho torritio 
gales whioh havo Bwopb tho North 
Atlantic for tho paeb week or more and 
brought disaster to so many staunch 
ornfti. Capt. Baudelon and the offieerB and 
orow of La Gaacogno brought tho Bhip and 
pusaengera through the galea and made port 
without help. From tho time they left 
Havro on January 26 until yt-etcrday they 
Bpoko no tranB Atluntie steamer, aud Baw 
only a four-masted eohooner, tho ono which 
reported at St. Pierre Miquolon, aa having 
aoeu a large steamer eff the banks appar- 
ently in distress laat Saturday. 

The United Press tug F.ed B. Dalzell, 
with ropresontativi a of tho Times, Tribune 
and Rocorder on board, waa the fiisl tug to 
roach L'> Gaacogiin. Tho disabled Btoanier 
had 1- ft Fire island 25 miles astorn and was 
tight miles eastward of Sandy Hook light- 
ship. It was 9;4o p in. when tho big 
liner was limping into port at half 
speed wi'h two big red lights, 
signals ci diBtrese, at tho fore- 
mast. Tho tug lay alongside half an hour 
and tho following story of tho trip waB ob- 
tained. On tho third day out the piaton 
rod broko and 18 hours wero spent in mak- 
ing tepaira. When they wero completed 
tho ship at earned at nine miles an hour only, 
Oo Fab 2 tho piaton rod broke down again. 
The break waa more aeriouB this time. Sea 
unchora wero put out and for 41 hours the 
ship waa hove to muking repairs. On the 
4'.h tho 6rst Bevero weather was experienced 
and tho thip waB blown 150 miles out of her 
oourBO. On the 5 h the ropalra wero com- 
pleted. The Bhip was then clear to the 
northward of the track of traue-Atlaulic 
stearnors, aud was therefore not seen by tho 
many atoamera which passed over tho regu- 
lar track. On the 7th tho machinery broke 
down for tho third timo. Owing to the 
motion of the ship repairs wero diffieul'. 
On the next day tho ohiof engineer had 
completed tho repairs and tho Bhip pro- 
ceeded. For tho fourth time tho machinery 
broke down and only aevonty-four mill I 
wero made. On the 10th 150 miles wero 
made, and yeetorduy to tho great rejoicing 
of all on board, Fire island was sighted and 
the "hip crept up to her anchorogo off the 

At no place In Now York wos tho nows 
of tho (Jatcogue'B arrival hailed with sb 
muoh joy bb at the Hotol Martin, at tho 
:orner of UuivorBity plaoo and Ninth 
Btroet. For dayB all tho proininont French- 
men of New York havo been gathering at 
this popular resort for news. Tho long die- 
tanco telcphono . has been constantly 
rirging in tho oufa- Frenchmen in 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Boaton, Pittsburg 
and olaowhero have been asking for tho 
latest. Tho cafo w»b crowded late this 
afternoon when tho United Prfiaa bulletin 
atating that tho veesol waa safe waa fliEhod 
over tho wires. Propriotor Martin rushed 
in, his faco aglow with excitement, " La 
Gascogno est arrive ! " " Mon Ditu.ello est 
arriveo enfin," oame in chorus from 
tho asaomblod party. Such a eceno of un- 
controlled delight aa onsund haa seldom been 
soon in Now York. Men who had rolatives 
or near friends aboard almost oried for joy. 
Only Fronchmen could have cxprosBod ex 
trcmo happineBB as they did With toarB 
la tholr eyes and faces fairly beuming with 
joy, they hugged each other passionately. 

Hundreds of telegrams havo beon receiv- 
ed at the Hotol Martin to night, tho wirta 
fairly humming with quiries from diatait 
cities. Fifty or more cablegrams wero aont 
by gueBta of tho Martin to friends In Paris. 
Mr. Orozier, of Philadelphia, whoeo wife ia 
on hoard Li Gaocognn, was quite over- 
eomo when ho hoard the news. " loan hard- 
ly talk, I am ao happy," ho Bait), " it noomB 
aa if I had just parsed through a hideous 
nightmare, My anguish aa tho days and 
nights went by without a word wbb some- 
thing terrible. I c in hardly believe that it 
la truo." Aa the hour came for tho grand 
masquerado ball of La Cercle Franoaise del' 
hormonie, scores of tho assembled party 
wont ovor to Madison Square garden to in- 
dulgo in tho festivities. No Frenoh ball in 
tho history of tho organization ever began 
under more auspicioua eirooinataneeB. Those 
who did not expect to attend decided whon 
tho news of La GaSOOgne's arrival c imo in, 
to go, knowing that the arrival would make 
this ball a rod letter event in tho history of 
tho French colony of Now Yoik. 

Tho nows that La Gasoogne hod boon 
sighted was received amid tho greatest ex- 
oitoment at the offices of the Bteumxhip com- 
pany in Bowling Groen. Tho ollieo was 
crowdod with anxioua icquirera who havo 
relatives and frienda on board that steam 
ship. They had been standing around 
with palo facea expecting at ony moment 
to hear tho worst, but when word oamo 
that tho ship was safo, for a momont a still- 
ness reigned whioh waa almost painful in 
its intensity. Agont Forgot f.ir a momont 
was rondorod speechless, whioh evincod how 
anxious ho has beon for tho Bafoty of La 
Gasongno. 

Washington, Fob. 11.— No dowb bulletin 
for many years proved to bo auoh tidings of 
great gladness as that convoying iho fact 
of tho safe arrival of tho Frenoh liner La 
Gascogno. Tho cheering intelligence wbb 
oonveyed by tho Unitod Pro;s Association 
to President Cleveland and tho different 
publio dopartmonts and appreciating the 
univoraal Busponao felt over the un- 
precedented dolay of tho greaf) 
liner all tho prominonb hobolB wore 
also advised of tho wolcomo nows which tn 
oach and overy ono informed waa a aourco 
of flinoero and heartfelt happiness. Tho 
bulletin in front of tho Post nowepapor build- 
ing aotod like a charm on tho feolcnge of tho 
throngs who wore gathored thore, and 
many wore tho thanks in numerous oasoB 
tearfully expressed that tho dismal fore- 
bodings of the last fow days aa to tho fate 
of tho magnificent steamship and her cargo 
of human lives had boen dlspollod.

NEW PACIFIC CABLE. 

Bill Introduced In Congress to Incornora-te 
tho International Company With 
Cables to Hawaii and Asia. 

Washington, Feb. 11.— C. W. Stone, 
Ropublloan, Pennsylvania, offered In the 
house to day a bill to Incorporate the Inter- 
national Paaifjo Cable Company. Tho bill 
constitutes William Alvord, Samuol T. 
Alexander, Hugh Craig, W. H. Diamond, 
A. S. Hartwell, Edwurd B. Pond, John Ir- 
wing Roylatono, A. S. Hawos, Horman OI- 
riohs, Charlos S. Bashop, G. W. MoNoar, 
L. B. Parrott, William Bunker, A. L Tay- 
lor, O. D. Baldwin, H. F. Allen, W. J. 
Adams and J. M. D. Spreokles and their 
Bucoosaors a body corporate for tho purpose 
of conBtruating, maintaining and operating 
a cable from San Francisco to tho Hawaiian 
ialanda, and thenco to Japan and to Buch 
inlands in tho Paoiflo oooan and other points 
on the mainland of Asia and Australia as 
may bo determined upon. Tho capiial 
stock of tho company ia fixed at 55 000 000, 
with the right to increase It to 200 000 
shares at §100 per sharo to accuro tho meanB 
necessary to Btart tho lino. Tho company 
ia empowered to Issuo bonds amounting to 
520.000,000, bearing interest at 5 per oent. 
and secured by a Grat mortgage lion on all 
the property and righta of tho company. 

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE. 

Schooners Wrecked In the Storm Oir the 
Nova Scotia Coast. 

LivKitpooL, N. S, Fob. 11.— LiBt night 
«hut down with thick woathor at tho fiBhing 
hamlet of Eastern Head, noar this place. 
The storm of tho week still prevails with 
violonoo. Tho wind after ita sudden 
changes to all points of tho oompusa blow a 
feaiful gale. Suddenly a snow Btorm camo 
on and ended in a blinding fury. Tho sea 
dashed upon tho rooky shore in groat waves 
and the eurf raged with a deafening roar. 
This disturbance of the olements was not 
the only terror of tho night, for fiftocn 
bruvo Gloucester fishermen mot death 
and a watery grave. Tho sohooner Clara 
F. Friend wont down on I ho rocks at Eastern 
Head, betweon Coffin's iidand and Brooklyn. 
Through tho somi darkness late in tho after- 
noon, two vosselB were seen in company, one 
tho Friend and the other an unknown 
schooner. They parted oompany, the 
stranger was lost Bight of and the Friend 
put to Bea. This was tho last aeen of either 
of them. Yesterday morning wreckoge 
along tho shoro revoaled tho fate of the 
Clara F. Friend, and tho bodies of seven of 
hor orew told a ghastly story of death. They 
perished in tho night without an effort from 
land to savo them. Nono on shore know of 
the schooner's danger until she had become 
a wreck and the bodies were found.

BEHRING SEA. 



Documents Transmlttnl to U. S. Senate on 
the Sealliii; Question. 

Washington, Feb. 11, — Tho President 
sent to the senate on Saturday a number of 
documents rogarding sealing in Bohrlng Sea 
oallod for by the resolution adopted by the 
senate on January 3. Among tho other 
things requested by tho resolution aro the 
logs of vossels engaged in enforcing tho reg- 
ulations respecting fur sealing established 
by the Paris arbitration, tho numbor of 
seals taken in 1894, the steps taken to ex- 
tend tho Paris tribunal sealing regulations 
to tho North Paoifio ocean and Behring aea, 
and all papers relating to the claims of tho 
British government on acoount of tho seizure 
( f scaling veesola in Behring Sea. In his 
letter accompanying the documents the 
President says : " It is impossible to fur- 
nish the completn log hooka of some of the 
naval vessels, but I von'uro to express the 
hope that tho roporta of tho oornmandera of 
such vessolB herewith submitted will be 
found to contain in substanco so muoh of 
tho matters recorded in said log booka as 
aro important in answering inquiries ad- 
dressed to mo by tho annate" 

MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

Hon. Mr. .loly Declares Them to Iio Not Non- 
Sectarian but Protestant. 

Quebec, Fob. 11.— (Speoial)— Hon. H. G. 
Joly, ex premier of Quebec, made an inter- 
esting declaration on tho Manitoba school 
question. Slnco his retirement from ollieo 
Mr. Joly haB not meddled in polities, but 
now atiya that if the Liberal party deems it 
necessary ho will run in that party's inter- 
est for tho Dominion houso. In reforonc" 
to tho school question Mr. Joly said ho had 
read tho tcxt-booka now used in Manitoba, 
and was prepared to say that tho boIiooIb 
wero not non-sectarian but Protostant,

MININU EEGULAT10N. 

Effect of the Measure Passed by the Leguria- 
tnre of the State of Washington. 

Olympia, Feb. 11. — The most Important 
measure passed by the legislature at thia 
session Is the Rogers bill, governing coal 
mines, passed by the houaa last week. It 
amends section two of the present law on 
that subjsot, and aims to better protoot tho 
lives and health of the coal miners. It pro- 
vides that eaoh level in any cos.1 mine shall 
be furuishod with separate Bplits of pure 
air, increasing the number of oubio feet per 
minute requirod at present. Tho tempor of 
tho present legislature is evidently to give 
hotter protection to miners, as tho exporl- 
(lioe of the last threo years, attended with 
great loss of lifs and property owing to 
mining aooidente, have shown the present 
law to bo inadequate. 

OYSTERS IN DANGER. 

Destruction of Bivalves by the Becent Severe 
Weather. 

Ska Isle City, Fob. 11. — Tho oyster 
growers throughout South Jorsoy are wor- 
ried over the continued cold weather and say 
that nnloBs it moderates gradually they will 
lose thousands of dollars. Tho bays in 
which the oyster grounds are situated are 
fro/..»n Bolid, and tho ice, reaching tho bot- 
tom, haa caught thouaanda of bushels of 
bivalves. If a sudden warm spoil should 
follow this oxtremely cold woathor tho loo 
will oirry the oyBtera away and deposit 
them in the oreeks und thoroughfares. 



HAWAIIAN MATTERS. 



Interview With the Private Secretary 
of Minister of Finance 
Damon. 



The Men Deported on the " War- 
rlmoo" Take Action Against 
the Government. 



Vancouver, Feb. 11. — (Special) — H. 
Holmes, private sooretary of Hawaiian Min- 
ister of Finance Damon, was a passenger on 
tho stoamer Warrimoo from Honolulu. Ho 
would consent only to be interviewed in hia 
private oapacity. In anawer to queriea ho 
Bald ho was going homo to England for the 
holidays, that Cranston, Johnston and 
Muller were deportad after tho decision of 
the executive had boon arrived at on the day 
of the doparture of the ateamor. He brifly 
mentioned the differont queationa at Hono- 
lulu, ho considered the revolutionary prison- 
era were having a fair trial. It was truo 
that many Royalists' lawyers had beon im- 
prisoned, but one of them, Rooa, had boon 
allowed to defend the priaonera, and the 
lawyers for the prisoner Baid the trials wore 
most fairly conduoted. 

Tho natives will nevor rise again; thoy 
aro disgusted with the turn affairs have 
taken and say Wilcox was a great coward 
for surrendering. Tho uprising waa duo 
entirely to the natives. He believed tho 
legislature was to have been asked to make 
tho Queen a handsome allowance before the 
trouble.

FROST IN FLORIDA. 

The Cold Wave Destroys tho Vegetables 
Planted to Replace the Ruined 
Oranges. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Feb. 11. — Tho full 
extent of the damage done by tho cold wavo 
throughout Florida will be hard to eatimate 
for aomo days, becauao reports will be alow 
in coming from all points, and much will 
depend upon the woathor that follows dur- 
ing the next week. After tho freeze in 
December the weather moderated gradually, 
and it wus fully ton days before the normal 
temperature was reached. This probably 
saved a largo amount of damage to oranges, 
which might have boon done by tho sudden 
warming of the air and exposure to tho sun. 

Advices from different sections giving the 
effect of this freeze state that the dumago is 
equal to if not greater than that of Decom- 
bor. Tho area of low temperature haa ox 
tonded as far south as before, and vegotation 
wae in not aa strong condition to stand tho 
cold as before. To recoup tho losaoa of the 
orango crop many orurge pluntojrs planted 
vegetables. They had started vigorously 
and woro developing to a point whore they 
could bo moro damaged by Bevero cold. 
Then oamo tho seoond freezo. It appoara 
now that tho vegetable crop of Florida is an 
entiro loss. Tho older orango troea through- 
out the stato had already shown eigne of 
putting out now growth, and along Halifax 
and Indian rivora and in tho southern por- 
tion of tho orango bolt had camo to bloom. 
As far ae can bo learned, this bloom and 
now growth huB beon destroyed. 

Advices from Palm Boaoh and Liko 
Worth to-night aro that tho damage douo io 
very slight. Litest indication for Florida 
aro that there will bo a alight frost in tho 
northern portion tonight, followod by 
warmer weather.

Tho peoplo of 
tho town of Pali (led to the fielda and sovoral 
houses collapEod in tho village of Santanna. 

A aorious riot occurred in tho villago of 
Accera to-day growing out of tho resistance 
of the people to tho grain tax. Tho popu- 
laoo set firo to tho tax ollicce, which wero 
doBtroyod, and endeavored to throw from 
tho truck tho Nuplea oxpress as it passed 
through tho town. Tho troops wero called 
out, and in their collision with tho rioters a 
number woro wounded on both Bides. A 
bomb was exploded ab a club ball in MasSO 
last evening, shattering tho windows of the 
hall but fortunately injuring no ono.

(From tho Evening News liulletin ) 
Members of tho Knights of Labor and of 
tho American Railway Union, exasporated 
by tho ending of tho Brooklyn Btrike, uro 
talking of a universal Btrike.

To day, throughout many states in tho 
uuion, formor railway employes aro out of 
work ond confronted with Bturvation, as ft 
result of tho midBummer railwoy strike. 
Thoro is littlo doubt, too, that had tho men 
of t>!? Pullmftn Company not oaused untold 
loss to thousands of citizens by involving 
other labor organizations, having no griev- 
ance, their oause would, havo boor bao k e d 
and their contentions endorn^j by tho legis- 
lature and tho commuD i _' L y > When, how- 
over, pooplo having k„ u 0nne ction with tho 
Pullman disputo i woro dragged into tho 
quarrel, and commerce was injured to tho 
extont of eighty millions of dollars, tho

SIMPLY INIQUITOUS. 

There is a part of Mr. McGregor's amend- 
ment to the Coal Mines Regulation Aot bo 
utterly absurd and so obviously unjust that 
wo are surprised that it wan not struck out 
of the rough draft. It is this : " And it 
shall bo the duty of the Inspector of Mines 
on the application, in writing, of any threo 
minors, whether employed in such mino or 
nob, to examine any porson or persona em- 
ployed in any mine for the purposo of ascer- 
taining whether any euch want of under- 
standing, knowledge or skill or any such 
mental, physical or othor Incapacity or 
incompetency exists on the part of any per- 
son or persons so employed." 

We veuturo to eay that it would 
be Impossible to find a parallel 
cluuse to this in any mining or 
factory aot of any country in the world. 
To plaoo a mino or a manufacturing estab- 
lishment at the meroy of tho employed of a 
rival establishment is bo unreasonable and 
so unjust that we cannot uuderstand how 
tho idea ontored tho head of any sane man. 
Worse than that, to give diaoharged em- 
ployes, who are seeking to bo rovongod on 
the mino owner who diaohargod them, a 
chance to wreak their spito on him is some- 
thing so outrageously iniquitouH that we are 
eupriaod that the proposal was fox a single 
moment entertained by any member of tho 
Legislature who desires even to appear 
fair-minded and impartial. Wo feol satisfied 
that some, at any rate, of the mombere 
who votod for this clause on the soojnd 
reading of the bill had not given themselves 
time to consider its real moaning. Any 
sensible man who studios it with an honoat 
desire to understand its true Bignificmoe 
and ita soopo must boo that it opons the door 
wide for malioioua conspiracies and spiloful 
plots. If Mr. McGregor's amoudmenl be- 
comes part of tho law, there ia nothing to 
hinder a number of discharged minora who 
wiah Co injure and auuoy a mine owner who 
haa offended thorn, combining to make a 
sorios of complaints to the Inspector of 
Minos, who, under tho law, must 
tako cognizance of tho applications 
and make the examinations dem indod. 
Then Mr. McGregor's amendment af- 
fords malioious and unscrupulous men 
an opportunity to annoy and injure 
rivalB in buaiuoss. It; would almost appear 
as if tho clause were inaertod for this very 
purpoao, for to give men who are not em- 
ployed in a mino tho power to interforo in 
its management and to put ita ownora to 
trouble and expense ia Bomothing that has 
novor yot boon hoard of. If this principle 
woro oxtondod to othGr industries auuh an 
outcry would bo raised that the iniquity of 
the clauso would bocomo patont to the 
dullest and moat prejudiced mombor of tho 
Legislature. 

Tho mistake that has been mado in this 
miittor of Mr. McGrogor'a amondment is 
aaking tho Houao of Aasombly to legislate 
upon a niatlor about which tho groat ma- 
jority of its mombors know Htorally nothing, 
without first tuklug the proper moasuroa to 
provido thorn with information on which 
sensible und conscientious men can reason- 
ably roly. It ia no reproach to a mombor of 
tho Legislature to say that ho knows nothing 
about A diflioult business of which ho hus 
had no oxporionoo. Tho working and ad- 



ministration of a coal mine are, in those days 
particularly, a most difficult and intrioato 
business, and one which, when legislation It 
required, must be treated with the utmost 
care and oiroumapootion. 

TEE HUNGER FOR GOLD. 

There are many who find it difficult to 
understand why it ia that thoro is such an 
ado in the Statoa about gold. A good deal, 
i hey Bay, is beard hero now and then about 
the scarcity of money; hut no ono acomo to 
complain that gold io uuorco. In tho United 
States there seems to be plenty of money 
but the people aro all the timo crying out 
far gild and declaring that there will be 
another busioeaa collapso if gold ia not 
poured into tho treasury and that Boon, 
These poople say further: wo know that the 
expenditure of tho government in the 
Uuited Statoa is groater than tho revenue, 
but that has happened in Canada and other 
countries before now and a deficit haa nob 
been productive of any very terriblo con- 
se(|uoncc8. A rioh country like tho United 
Statoa ought to bo able to easily tido over a 
timo of temporary stringonoy. 

And bo it would if it had only tho defici- 
ency of tho revenue to provido against. But 
it must bo romoinberod that tho United 
States Government is liablo for evory 
dollar in greenbacks, in treasury uotos, 
in gold certificates, and Bilver certificates 
now in circulation. Those aro liabilities 
payablo on domaud and there must bo gold 
enough in tho Treasury to moot evory note 
that may be prooonted for redemption. It 
is thio that rondors it ntc 'asary for tho Gov- 
ernment of tho United States to have on 
hand a largo Bupply of gold. If 
tho supply should at any time 
run out and tho Government could not 
redeem its uotea with gold there would be a 
dreadful panic in every city and town and 
village in overy State of tho Union. People 
would loeo confidence in the money of the 
United StateB. It would then be no longor 
in their estimation " aa good as gold " This 
loas of confidonco would produco many 
and groat evils, and would effect tho ruin of 
thousands who aro now rich or in comfort- 
ablo olroumatanoes. It was merely tho fear 
that the United States might be at aome 
timo, not far off, unable to redeem its paper 
with gold that caused tho last foarful panic 
in tho United States In which banks wont 
crashing In every direotioo and In 
whioh businoBB houaea bolievod to be 
aa firm aa rocka crumbled liko piles of Band. 
If only tho fear of Buoh a catastrophe pro- 
duced theao diro reaultB, what would bo tho 
effeots of the catastrophe itaoll ? 

What complicates tho situation in the 
United StateB is that thero aro mon of in- 
fluence In the country who hold that their 
Government may lawfully pay its debta in 
silver at i be face valuo ; that, in fact, it may 
without) being dishonest, repudlato somo 
forty per cont. of ita debts, and enacb laws 
the.t other debtors may repudiato their 
dobta in the samo ratio. Tho United States, 
aa is well known, owo a great deal 
of money to foreign capitalists, who 
havo purchased tho stocks of their 
railroads and other business concerns. 
It ia nob hard to understand in what con- 
dition the credit of tho Unitod States would 
bo if these capitalists were forced to take 
their dividonds in depreciated Bilver. 

It ia to maintain tho credit of tho country 
then that honest and intelligent citizans 
of tho United States aro dotormined 
that thero shall bo always gold 
enough in ita Treasury to meeb its 
floating liabilities, and that Its paper 
money and its silver money shall continue to 
be aa good aa gold. I; la fortunato for tho 
Unitod Statoa that it has a President who 
has shown that he is reEolved to do his 
utmost to maintain the credit of his country, 
and that tho Republican party which will 
soon have control of Congress is on tho 
whole sound on the monoy question. 

SURE TESTS. 

"Tho Dominion," Bay tho Grits, "has 
been on tho broad road to doatruolion ovor 
sinco tho Conservatives oamo Into powor in 
1878." Nothing, according to them, has 
thriven in the country sinco thon. Tho Na- 
tional Policy has boon ruining tho Dominion 
from that time. They havo been saying this 
eo long and so loudly that some among them 
havo coma to believe that it is true, and, now 
that tho tail end of the wavo of depression 
which has done such damage in othor coun- 
tries has roached oura, tho Griti aro trying 
to make tho people bolievo that tho uiisohiof 
it docs ia ono of tho results of the policy of 
Protootion. 

Thoir premioos aro false, their roaaoning 
is unsound, and thoir conclusion is aonse- 
quontly absurd. Thoro wero hard timoo in 
Canada when it had a rovonuo policy under 
tho Grita. Waa tho rovonuo policy the 
causa of tho hard timos, or wore thoy 
brought on by tho misgovernmont of the 
Mackenzie government'; Tho bluo ruin 
howlora of to day aro vory far indeed from 
admitting this, yot thoy do nob hesitate to 
assert that tho National Polioy has stopped 
tho progress of tho country, and that it haa 
been the cause of tho proeont dullness of 
trado. 

Mr. FoBtor, at Gait, aome days ago, show- 
ed tho absurdity of tho stalomouts whioh 
tho GritB make on this question. Ho 
direotod tho attention of his hearers to two 
plain and unmiatakablo indie Uions of proa- 
pority — tho incroaao of tho deposits In tho 
aavingo banka and the expansion of life in- 
surance. Ib is very ovidont that a pooplo 
who do not oarn monoy onough to live on 
cannot havo much in tho savings banks, and 
cannot lay by anything to poy tho premiums 
on life iuBuranoo policios ; bub Mr. Foster 
shows that since tho National Policy has 
been established tho pooplo'a savlnga have 
increased remarkably, and that tho number 
of lifo insurance policios t&kon out has in- 
oroaBod still moro romarkably. Ho aald : 
An indication of what tho country ia 
doing la always found in tho small savings 



of tho people. Go to our banks and yon 
will Bod money lying there for commercial 
purposes, or go to the 9mall savings bankB 
and you will find the actual savings. A 
country that is dally boing impoverished 
and going to ruin, whore all is dark and 
hopoleaB, is nob layiDg up monoy every day, 
and yeb from 1878 to 1893 what took place 
in 'ho savinps ? Ia 1878 thn savings were 
887,500,000, and in 18!)."! thoy were $250,- 
500,01)0, an ir.coasu of \'.)2 por cunt, in the 
period of the National Polioy. (ApplauBO.) 
Lifo insurance ia another index of the buai- 
nooa activity and prosperity of a country. 
Granted that; u good dial of life insurance 
today is simply an Investment, there 
must always be b- hind it the power to make 
an investment, and in most eaaeB iu ia an in- 
vestment of tho small wace-oarnor, rather 
than of the largo businenH man L'f" insur- 
ance huH increased from 1878 to 180,'i as fol- 
lows : In 1S7S thero were $r>(i 000 000 at 
ri 4c, and in 1893 thero w*ro $295,000,000 
at riek, an increase of 2G0 per oont. So 
much with roferenco to these indications of 
the actual facts from tho records, which you 
oan look at for yourselves, whioh cannot be 
disputed, nnd which go to show that tho 
period from 1878 to 1893, in which tho 
Nationol polioy haa been operating, ia a 
poriod of commercial progress in all these 
branches of buuiness und trade ia tho Dom- 
inion of Canada. 

Thoro aro no fine figuroB of speech io the 
above passage, but thero aro figures of an- 
other kind — figures whioh can bo proved to 
bo mathematically correct and which show 
beyond tho possibility of a doubb that dur- 
ing the years in whioh tho Grita declare 
that the oountry waa going backwards it 
was progressing und prospering at u most 
oncouragiuy rate. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

In tho Tracey-Atlua company insurance 
arbitration referred to in Sunday's issuo it 
should havo been stated that tho decision 
was arrived at by tho ordinary procesB in 
such matters, the arbitrators signing tho 
award upon the reference. We uro informed 
that so far no action has boon taken towards 
appealing from tho award, overythiDg in 
oonneotion with which waa carried out in 
tho regular way.

Then calms, varltd by head winds, suc- 
ceeded till at Iaut provisions began to run 
low and each person aboard waa put on 
short allowance, Tho Hawaiian islands 
worn uighted ten days before the voaael 
could make port, for stio woa driven off 
land several timoa by contrary winds, and 
calma succuediug. There was oniy live 
days' food ahead when tho Norma made 
Honolulu harbor.

At a well attondsd and intoroBting moot- 
ing of tho Viotoria and Vanoouver Island 
Council of Women, held at the city hall 
yesterday under the presidency of Mrs. 
Bakor, the ohangea already made in the 
School aot during tho present session of tho 
legislature wero diaoussed, and on motion it 
was decidod that as soon as tho Lioutonant- 
Governor's assent Bhall hivo been given to 
the bill, that a lady candidate bo brought 
out for tho vacant Beat, Mrs. Spofford being 
unanimously chosen aa the candidate. 

Attor tho routine business of the meeting 
had been deposed of tho scheme to help 
thoao in reduced circumstances was brought 
forward by tho sub exeoutlve oommltteoand 
adopted unanimously. 

Tho committee's report is aa follows : 
" To the Executive of the Local Council of 
Women of Victoria and Vancouver 
Island : 

" Your committee beg to report that they 
beliove tho bist charity ie that which helps 
the needy to help themselves, and in order 
to bo true charity should (1) Act upon 
Itnowledgo by thorough invest ig ition, (2) 
Relievo worthy need promptly, fittingly and 
tenderly, (.')) Prevent unwise ulms, (4) Raise 
into independence every needy person, and 
(5) Make sure that no children grow up to 
bo paupers. 

" Your committee submit tho following 
Bohcnio for the charitablo work of tho coun- 
cil : (I) That a committee of management 
bo appointed conBistiog of ono representa- 
tive from each denomination to bo nominat- 
ed by tho president of tho council and sub 
executive Members of the aub executive 
of tho oounoil to bo ex officio members of 
thia conimitteo ; (2) Tho officers of the com- 
mit teo ahull bo : — A president, (the presid- 
ing effijer of tho council), uecretary and 
iroaeurer, to bo eleotcd by tho committoe. 

" Tho committee shall conduct its work 
upon tho fundamental principles of tho 
council which aro : (I) That every depart- 
ment of its work shall bo independent of 
questions of religious belief, politics and 
nationality ; (2) No person representing tho 
socioty in any capacity whatsoever Bhall uso 
his or hor position for tho purposo of proae- 
lytlsm. All oases shall, however, bo placed 
under tho care of their own religious de- 
nomination. 

" Tho work of tha oommittoo ahull be 

(1) To divide tho oity into districts, visiting 
every family in need, supplying those who 
aro in distroes with work and relioving with 
alma only those c^seo of absoluto nocoseity ; 

(2) To investigito thoroughly those casos of 
all applicants for rolief which aro roforred 
to the society for inquiry and to sond tho 
persons having a legitimate interest in auch 
case9 full reports of tho results cf investiga- 
tion, und to provido visitors who shall per- 
sonally attond oaoos needing counsel and ad- 
vico ; (3) To obtain from proper charities 
and charitable individuals suitable and 
adequate relief for deserving caBes, no alms 
being dispensed except by pormitsion of the 
committee of management ; (4) To procuro 
work for poor persons who are capable of 
being partially or wholly Belf eupporting ; 
(5) To represa mendicity by the above 
moans and by the reporting of impostors. 
There shall be a strict registration kept of 
all applicintB for charity aa well as of thoso 
applying for work, alao of what relief has 
been given. 

" A report of tho work of this department 
shall he read at each general meeting of tho 
Council of Women, when all who aro inter- 
ested in this branoh could be present and 
take part in tho dhcua^ion, although not en- 
titled to vote." 

To carry out the work outlined in tho re- 
port a committco waa appointed composed 
of MeedameB Gallotly, McNaughtoa, Adams, 
Higglns, Burns and McKilligau. The need 
of a Homo for old women was brought be- 
fore tho mooting by tho following resolution 
proposed by Mrs. Gallotly : 

"Moved that stepa bo takon by thia 
council of women to agitato tho formation 
of a Homo for helpless and indigent old 
women, and that tho matter bo laid beforo 
the city council, and also that tho hearty 
co-oporation tf oitizinsand oharitable soci- 
eties be solicited " 

The necoBBity (f polico matrons where 
female prisoners are confined was discussed, 
and on learning that a petition was alroady 
prepared by tho Prrvinciul W Oman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union on tho matter on 
behalf of fiv.> hundred women of the pro- 
vince, It was decided to ask tho provincial 
union to permit tho woman's council to sign 
it also, in which ovent the petition would be 
presented on behalf of one thousand women. 
The council will hold a public meeting on 
tho evening t f March 1 1

FIFTY-FIRST DAY. 

Monday, Feb. 11, 1895. 
I'hjt Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayer* bv Rev. Dr. Campbell. 
MUt KlT0Ii'3 N presented jj gotition from

Mr Graham introduced a u. i\ cli 
the cattle protection act, 1891. Read a . 
time. 

Major Mottkh introduced a bill to 
amend the line fences ami water oouraes 
aot and amending aots. Read a first time. 

Mr. Hklmckkn moved for a return 
" showing the acreage of all lands asaessed 
acainst eduoational, ecclesiastical, religious, 
and charitable corporations (distinguishing 
the same) in the different districts of the 
provinoe of British Columbia for tho year 
1894, showing tho value for whtoh said 
landB aro assessed, and the amount of taxeB 
colleoted on tho samo, and tho arroara (if 
any)." Ho explained that ho desired the 
information for the better understanding of 
a bill now before tho house. 

Motion agreed to, Hon. Mr. Tumor stat- 
ing, however, that it would bo impossible to 
have the information roady beforo tho close 
of the BBBBion. 

Mr. Kellie aBked leave to withdraw his 
former bill respecting the payment of wages, 
and introduced a new one on tho subject. 
Bill read a firat time. 

MINERAL AUT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, on consideration of the 
report on the mineral act amendment bill, 
moved to odd a clause authorizing tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to mako 
such orders as aro deemed necessary from 
timo to time to carry out tho provisions of 
tho act according to their true intent or to 
meet the cases which may arise and for 
which no provision is mado or when the pro- 
vision whioh ia made is ambiguous or doubt- 
ful. Agreed to. 

Mr. Kellie moved to inaert tho follow- 
ing : " 13. Any mineral claim or claims 
held in undisputed possession at tho timo of 
tho passing ot this act, notwithstanding any 
irregularities that might havo occurred from 
the lapse at ar y time of a miner's certificate, 
or from any oiher causo, and notwithstand- 
ing any provision in law to tho contrary, 
ahall be deemed to be held lawfully within 
the meaning of this aot : Provided, always, 
that the holder of Buch olaim shall huve done 
the amount of assessment work on said claim 
whioh otherwise ontitlo him to possession of 
tho same." Lost, after brief disoussion, as 
waB aUo tho following now clause which Mr. 
Kellio then moved : " 14. Any free miner 
who has at any timo abandoned or forfeited 
a mineral claim, and who haB subae quently 
acquired lawful possession of tho said olaim, 
shall be entitled to any work previously 
done by him on tho claim so re-acquired, 
when applying for a crown grant tor the 
samo ; but in no case shall such work bo 
applied in the case of the amount of assess- 
ment work to be done annually thereafter, 
as required by law." 

Dr. YVai.kkm movod to add the following 
as a new section : "13. On and after tho 
passing of this aot it shall bo unlawful for 
any alien, unless he declares hie intention of 
becoming a British aubject, to hold any 
mineral olaim by location, but this shall not 
refer to any looation made by such alien be- 
fore the paasago of this aot." 

Hon Col Baker opposed the proposi- 
tion, m it. would tend to discourago the in- 
troduction rf United States capital. 
Mr Se.mlin favored tho amendment. 
Agreed to; further consideration of re- 
port deferred. 

placer mining act. 
Mr. Sword, on consideration of report 
on tho placer mining act amendment bill, 
moved to inaerb the following aa a new sec 
tion : " The proviaiona of thia act Bhall not 
extend to or alter the position of any lease, 
the question of the validity of whioh ia now 
in litigation, or take away any rights now 
acquired by any person." 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho quite recog- 
nized that this amendment was proposed to 
meet tho special case whioh a shorb time 
ago was beforo the house, and he objeoted 
to it, becauso the effect would ba under the 
rather stringent provisions of the aot of last 
session, to compel tho gold commissioner to 
declare forfeited any leaso which happens 
to be In lltig?:t.ior. ) whether or CCt !? 
Vvould otherwise have been forfeited. Ho 
thought that the bill as it stood afforded all 
the desirable protection to vested rights, 
and it would have no retrospective effect 
whatever. He might have gono a good deal 
further than ho had, and introduced ox 
post facto legislation to declaro valid a lease 
which has been attached ; but while he 
thought that tho house might well havo 
been asked to remody tho unintentional 
Btlictures of section 7 of the act of last year 
he did not cire to do so. Ho objeoted, how- 
ever, to inserting this proposed provision 
that even hhould the court declaro tho leaso 
not to have been forfeited, tho gold commis- 
sioner would havo no option but on the 
other hard to declaro that it is forfeited. 
Amendment lost on division. 
Mr. Eiiekts moved to odd tho following 
to section 5 : " Provided, always, that noth- 
ing in thiB Bection or tho said act, ao amend- 
ed, contained, Bhall be deemed to affect tho 
right of any holder of a lease to a renewal 
thereof, if such holder hua substantially 
mado and performed upon tho ground tho 
labor, work and expenditure required by 
euoh Iobbo as a condition of renewal thereof." 
Agreed to. 

Mb Eberts moved to inBert tho following 
as a new Bection: " Notwithstanding any 
law or tquity to tho contrary, all leases of 
placer mining ground for hydraulic pur- 
poses, isbiiod by any gold commissioner in 
this provinco prior to tho date of tho passage 
of this act, and unexpired by ellluxion of 
timo at tuch date, Bhall bo deemed to bo 
logal, valid und effectual to all intents and 
purposes, provided tho Lieutenant-Governor 
in council shall upprovo of tho same within 
ono yoar frcm tho p;iesuge of this aot." Lost 
on division. 

Hon. Mr Davik mo"cd to add a clause 
aimilar to that inserted in the mineral act 
amendment bill, authorizing tho Lieutenant- 
Governor in council to mako regulations 
necessary for currying out tho provisions of 
tho act. Agreed to. 

Further consideration of the report de- 
ferred. 

BILLS REPORTED. 

Tho Iioubo went into committeo on tho bill 
respecting tho destruction of thistles, Mr. 
McGregor in tho chair. Reported comploto 
with amendments. 

Hon Mr. Davie movod tho discharge of 
tho order for second reading of the draining, 
dyking and irrigation bill (No. 27). Agreed 
to. 

Tho house wont into committoo on tho 
ovorholding tonants bill, Mr. Sword in tho 
chair. Reported comploto with amend- 
ments. 

Tho houao wont into committoo on tho 
potty aeasionH bill, Mr. Hunter In tho chair. 
Reported oomploto withoub amendments ; 
road a third timo and possod. 

HTAVE RIVER ELECTRIC 00. 

Mr. Kennedy, on oonsldortion of roport 
on tho Stave River Eleocrlo and Power Coni» 
pany bill, moved to strike out tho follow- 



ing : " Provided, howovcr, that nothing in 
thie act contained ahall bo deemed to autbor- 
iz3 the company to build, equip, or operate 
any lino or linea of tramway between the 
cities of Vanoouver und New Westminster j 
or in tho said oities, or eithor of them, or 
any of the streets thereof, or to oarry paB- 
Bongers or freight in or botweon tho said 
cities.

Mr. Eberts moved to add : But nothing 
in thia Bection shall curtail the poweri of the 
company to supply elootrio power to any. 
ono." Agreed to, 

Mr Sword moved to Insert) as a now 
section : " In tho event of any municipality 
In whioh any of the works authorized by 
thiB aot have been constructed, desiring to 
undertake similar works aa a munioipal 
undertaking, they ahall bs at liberty to do 
so without firat offering to buy out tho 
works constructed by the company, not- 
withstanding any goneral provision to the 
contrary in tho act incorporating such muni- 
cipality." Agroed to on division. 

Further consideration of report doferred. 

The Iioubb rose at G p.m. 

After liecesn. 

The house met at 8 p.m., Mr. Booth pro- 
siding in tho absence of the Speaker. 

Tho Bchool acb amendment bill (Mr. Kon- 
nedy) waa reod a third timo and passed. 

Mr Helmcken, on motion to udopb tho 
report on the dentistry bill, movod to mako 
the fee chargeable for certificates §30, in- 
stead of §10— to which it had been reduced 
from $50 in committoo. Agreed to ; further 
consideration of tho report deferred. 

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 

The houso wont into committoo on tboSun- 
day obaorvinco bill, Mr. Adams in the chair. 
Tho second clause of tho bill waa Btrongly 
opposed in a lengthy discussion. It ia aa 
follows: 

"2. It shall not bo lawful for any mer- 
chant, tradesman, artificer, mechanic, work- 
man, laborer or other person whatBoovor, on 
Sunday to aell or publioly show forth or ex- 
poBe or < ff'ar for eulo any goods, chattels, or 
other personal property, or any real eutato 
whatBoovor, or to do or exercise any worldly 
labor, business or work of hia ordinary cal- 
ling, except tho conveying by bind or water 
of travellers, with their buggago, and Her 
Mujeaty's mail, tho selling of drugs and 
medicines, and other works of nocosaity and 
churiby." 

After considerable discussion, on tho aamo 
linea at that upon tho eecond reading, Mr. 
Rogera moved that tho committeo riBO. 
Hon. Mr. Davie did not favor thus killing 
tho bill, but ho thought that tho committeo 
might with advantogo Btrike out about four- 
tifths of tho bill and substitute something 
more reasonable for it. Tho motion to rise 
waa loat on division. After further discus- 
aion tho committee rose and reported pro- 
gress, on motion of Mr. Keonody, tho pro- 
moter of the bill, with the viow of preparing 
an acceptable modification. 

PHARMACY ACT. 
The houBQ wont into committeo on tho bill 
to amend the pharmaoy act (Mr. Helmcken) 
with Mr. McPheraon in tho chair. 

Hon. Col. Baker offered an amendment 
providing that the pharmaceutical associa- 
tion ahall admit without examination per- 
Bona holding diplomas from colleges of good 
standing, wrereverBltuated. 

Mr Helmcken strongly opposed this, as 
ho thought it would have a very preju- 
dicial effect upon the atandard of member- 
ship, and that the public interest would 
Buffer accordingly. 

Hon. Col Baker stated that in 37 out 
of the 44 statoa of the American union col- 
lego diplomaa aro recognized aa sufficient 
qualification, and he thoughb Buch diplomaB 
oughb to be of moro value than the mere 
passing of an examination held in Viotoria. 

Mr. Booth said he boliovod that a good 
many of those now practising aa druggists 
here were made such by aot of parliament, 
and he therefore objeotod to giving an as- 
sociation with & memborahip partly of thia 
nature the right to prescribe an examination 
for all others who wish to oarry on tho 
buaine.83 hero. Ho rather favored atrlking 
out the whole bill and framing a aimplo ono 
to cover tho ground. 

MAjpit M otter thought a state board of 
much moro consequence than a diploma. 

Mr Rithet thought if tho occupation or 
profession to which this bill refers is of eulii- 
oltnt importance to justify this house in leg- 
islating in regard to it, it should bo put on 
tho samo footing as tho othors with whiou 
tho legislature has deaU. Ho could Bee no 
roason why those who wished to praotise aa 
pharmacista hero should not bo required to 
pasB on examination ; if tlioy aro compotent 
men they should not object. 

Mr Williams understood that the objec- 
tion to this bill waa largely on account of ono 
person who wished to practise without pass- 
ing an examination, and he thought it a bad 
principlo to meddle with a carefully pro- 
pared bill of this naturo in tho interest of 
ono or two men. 

Amendment loBt on division. 
After tho diacuBiion had continued at 
groat length, Hon. Mr. Davio romarknd that 
it appeared to him that some hon. mombors 
were rather turning tho legislature into 
a debuting Bocioty, and for the general 
information ho wished to atato 
that tho government havo it in contempla- 
tion to invito His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor to proroguo tho houso on Friday, 
and ho waa afraid that if bettor progress Is 
nob mado thoro will bo Bomo bills killed for 
want of time. 

Tho bill was roported comploto with 
amendments. Read u third timo und passed. 

Mr Sword moved that tho order for 
committeo on tho pharmacy act repeal bill 
bo discharged. Agroed to. 

CAME ACT. 

Tho house wont into committoo on tho bill 
to amond tho gumo aot, Mr. Sword in tho 
ohair. 

Hon. Mu Davie movod an amondmont 
absolutely prohibiting tho sale of all the 
game birda and unimala protected by tho 
act, until tho 1st Septomber, 1897. Ho 
thought Borne such oloso season, so fur aa tho 
sulo ia concornod, ia an absoluto necessity if 
tho gamo is nob to bo totally destroyed. 

Mr Graham spnko to tho aamo effoot, 
from porsonul observation. 

Tho amendment waa loBt after further 
discussion. 

Tho committee roso and reported pro- 
gress. 

Tho houso adjournod at 1 1 :50 p.m.

payment of wages" provides : "No payment 
of wageB (except gooda or merohandi60 
agreed upon between the omploye and employ- 
ei ) ahall be made or offered by any poraon for 
labor performed witbing the province of 
British Columbia by any cheque, order, timo 
check, I O. U., bill of exchange, promissory 
noto or other undertaking other than gold 
or silver currency, or bank notes or bills 
drawn upon or payable at or within any 
place or looality not within the province of 
British Columbia." 

CATTLE PROTECTION, 

The bill introduood by Mr. Graham to 
amend tho cattlo protection act, 1891, pro- 
vides for thia addition : " When tho fenco 
along the railway la not snch a fonco as re- 
quired by thia section, every railway com- 
pany ahall be held liable for all damages 
caused through the insufficiency of such 
railway fenco to prevent cattlo or swine 
from trespassing upon neighboring or ad- 
joining landa." 



HORSEFLY MINING CASE. 

Argument of the Question of Reference Before 
Mr. Justice Drake— Decision Keserved. 

Tbo hearing of tho apecial oaso referred to 
Mr. Justice Druko under tho proviflinna of 
" tho supremo court reference act 1S91" by 
the government with roferenco to tho appli- 
cation of tho " Horsefly Gold Mining Com- 
pany Foreign " for tho renewal of a leaso 
obtained by them from Thaddeus Harper, 
oocupied the attention of Hia Lordship yes 
torduy. Tha question roforred for discus- 
sion und report was as to tbo extent to 
which tho covenants of their Icubo had been 
performed by tho applicants or thoir pro- 
dcceeBors. 

Both parties practically admitted that tho 
claim hud been sullicionlly worked in 1801 
and 1*0:! and that no work had Binco boon 
poi formed. Tho court refused to reoeive 
evidence that no work had been dono from 
1SS4 tho dato of tho leaso until tho fall of 
1887 and from July 1888 until 1891. 

Mr. Lindley Oreaao on bohalf of the Horse- 
fly Compuny contended that as tho gold 
commissioner hod received rent after the 
di faults in work, tho clauso of forfoiture 
had beon waived and could not now bo 
takon advantago of, and tho company had 
an absolute right to a renewal. II tho gov- 
ernment had tho power to givo a now lease 
thoy had power to contract to givo u re- 
newal in tho original leaso. Tho company 
had voBted rightB under tho acta in force at 
timo of louse und thoao rlghta had boon con- 
Borved since. A liboral construction should 
bo given und they ahould not bo bound to 
tho cIobo letter of covenant. A ronowal hud 
beon granted over tho timo tho potitionera 
hod filed their claims, and tho government 
aa well aa potitionera woro stopped from dis- 
puting that tho ground was reserved to tho 
company. Tho leaso had been granted upon 
on order in-ounoil, und tho Lieut. Govoruor 
had exoroisod hia power in fuvor of the 
leasees. Ab to tho performance of tho covo 
nanta tho evidenco showed that thern hud 
been an expenditure ainoo 1891 of $29,300 
Tho terms of tho loaso, ho hold, had boon 
substantially compliod with — whenever 
work hud beon suspended it had been for 
proper reason and with permission of tho 
gold commissioner. Ib was furthor agreed 
that outaidorB could nob intorforoaa botweon 
tho landlord and tho tenant, and especially 
not as botwoen tho crown and tho subject, 
so aa to enforoo tho terms of a loaBO. Even 
though tho atatulo provided that non-com- 
plianco with any of ita terma ahould render 



a lease void, they would bo held aa voidable 
only and not void at option of the crown. 

For tho petitionora Mr. W. J. Taylor 
argued that the gold oommiasioner had nob 
the power by virtue of the mineral aob of 
1884 to issue a leaso for a longer term than 
10 years. Tho olause relating to ronowal 
for a further period of 10 yeara waa ultra 
virea of the gold commissioner and could 
only bo exercised by the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in oouncil by section 121 of the aob, 
and it must bo assumed tho applicants knew 
thia. The lease inoluded a greater quantity 
of land thon the oommisaioner was empower- 
ed to grant. On the expiration of tho or- 
iginal term of tho loaBe, tho oompany had 
not a right to a ronowal, but only a status 
to aak as a mattor of grace for a renewal in 
any event and thon only if thoy had fairly 
and substantially performed tho working 
conditions of tho leaso each yoar, and these 
tho testimony had shown had rot bean ob- 
served. No order in council had been pro- 
duced showing that tho Lieutonant Gov- 
ernor; in oounoll have ever approvod of the 
lease, and tho condition was void. Payment 
of ront, ho admitted, constituted a waiver, 
bub tho fiuoation for roport was not us to 
any provioua technical waivers but solely 
whethor tho applicants had catablishcd an 
inchoato equity without a righb to a renowul 
by the performunco cf a sufficient amount of 
work upon tho ground yearly, and admitted- 
ly thia hud not boen dono. Dociaion wan 
reserved.

.AMATEURS MAY USE THEM FOR A 
FRIEZE DECORATION. 



A. Few Color Sugcctlons— How to Faint 
In the rattcrn— Directions l r or Making; a 
Gold Slio— Preparing the Stencils— Add- 
ing Some Handwork. 

Tlio amateur may do soruo vory ored- 
itablo work with stoucil designs if neat 
and careful. For a friczo decoration 
these designs will bo found especially 
useful. With a view to assisting begin-

nors in this work, wo herewith prosont 
somo directions from tho London Car- 
ponter and Builder concerning color 
combinations, preparation of tho ston- 
cils and othor important points in this 
manner of decoration. 

A robin's egg bluo ground would ih- 
dicato for tbo ornamentation a deep 
shade of tho same color, with bluish 
green, gray and silver. A palo green 
ground, pink, gold, silver and copper 
ornamentation. A deop red ground old 
gold, deep buff, ecru and gold. Olives 
and golden brown would also answer 
with this ground, touched up with gold. 
A light sea green ground would call for 
dull yellow, silver and light greenish 
cream. A light robin's egg bluo ground, 
cream, silver and gold ornamentation. 
Peacock blue ground, yollow, gray and 
gold. Orange yellow ground, lemon yel- 
low, deop oraugo and gold. Old blue 
ground, light and dark buffs. Oafo an 
lait ground, ecru, coppor and gold. Suoh 
aro a few of tho color combinations to bo 
suggested for stenciling designs suited 
to a frieze decoration. 

Designs may bo stonciled in plain felt 
paper in flat colors. Water color, known 
as distemper, should bo used for this 
purpose. A handsome effect can bo ob- 
tained on a glossy oil paint surfaco by 
stenoiling in with a flat or turpentine 
color, which causes tho pattern to appear 
as if raised abovo tho surrounding sur- 
faco. An entire wall done this way is 
something to delight tho amateur eyo 
and fancy. Tho paint should bo quito 
thick and should bo dabbed or pounced 
on. Tho brush should in all cases bo 
woll charged with color, taking caro to 
get it on tho pattern uniformly. Do 
not rub tho brush across tho pattern, as 
this will cause tho paint to clog tho 
edges. 

It is important to seenro tho right 
kind of stencil brush. Tho bristles 
should bo long, though not too long, as 
this would make tho brush too flabby 
for tho purposo. A rollor may bo used 
in place of a brush. Buy a 2 inch soam- 
ing roller used by paper hangers and 
cover it with plush, aftorward running 
it over a hot iron to take off tho most 
of tho long pilo of tho matorial. 

For gilding a size is needed. This is 
made with chrome yollow and slow dry- 
ing varnish. Try this overnight, and if 
too quick put in Komoswoot oil. Should 
the sizo fail to adhere perfectly to tho 
surfaco add moro varnish. Uso tho sizo 
sparingly, getting only a thin film on. 
Mako a quantity of tho sizo, as it will 
keep, and tho troublo is tho eamo with 
a small as witli a large. Bronco pow- 
ders may bo dusted on tho fresh paint. 

Manilla paper, varnished after pat- 
torn has been cut out, is the kind to uso 
for ordinary work. Tho varnish pre-

vents tho paint from soaking into it and 
renders it possible to wash tho paper 
stoncil oil' when done with. For very 
flno work uso tho "tracing cloth" that 
architects use. Place the paper or cloth 
on glass and cut out tho design with a 
sharp knife. If not desirable to leave in 
tho stencil breaks on tho wall, unite 
them by painting them with a suitable 
brush. Stenoil work looks best, when 
somo hand work is added, and where 
considerable of this is done tho effect is 
very similar to entire hand work. 



Genuine Yankee Fumpkin Pie. 
Proparo tho pumpkin for cooking by 
cutting iutosma'l squares and removing 
the rind. Stow for sovoral hours until 
all the water first put over it is evapo- 
rated and tho pumpkin is of a rich, 
dark color. It will require froquont stir- 
ring to provout its burning. Work 
through a colander. To a quart of tho 
strained pumpkin add ljo quarts of 
milk, half a cupful of sugar, two-thirds 
of a cupful of molassos and a small tea- 
spoonful oach of gingor and cinnamon, 
with half a teaspoonful of salt. Tins 
Will mako three pios. Uso deep pio plates 
and bako in a moderate oven for at 
least 116 hours. 



A Good Oyster Stew. 
Put a quart of fresh oysters in a sauce- 
pan with their own liquor. Salt and 
peppor to scasou. Lot sinnnor ton min- 
utes. Take tho oysters up, put in a bowl 
with two dozou broken crackers, add a 
teacup of cream and a tablespoouful of 
butter to tho liquor, stir over tho flro 
until very hot and pour ovor tho oysters. 
Lot stand ono minute and servo. 

Minced Spinach. 
Wash spinach carefully and boil until 
tender; drain and rub through a colan- 
der or chop fino. Then put in frying pan 
a good lump of butter, tho spinach and 
sale and pepper to tasto. When hot, boat 
In :; spoonfuls of cream. Garnish with 
ulieod hard boiled egg. 



FATE'S REVENGE- 

How Six HurderouB Indians In Search or Fur- 
ther VlctlmB Slide to the Bottom 
of a Chasm. 

(By Charles B. Lewis— "M. Quad.") 
We had gone up into tho Big Horn Moun- 
tains from Fort Phil Kearny to bridge a 
ohaam and make f> short out for tho teams 
hauling wood and timber. Ib was a chasm 
thirty-three feet aoroaa by tho tapeline, and 
a stona tied to a string droppod down ex- 
aotly 178 feet before it struck tho rooky 
bottom below. There was not a soldier 
among the twelve of us who dared stand on 
the edge of the chuorn and look down into its 
dark depths. A fall down there mount that 
one would live a year in tho few seconds It 
took him to fall, and tho end would bo the 
most oruol of deaths. 

Tho engineers had marked the trees for 
us, and we soon had them down and tho 
trunks ujuared. Three men had gone up 
on the otner sido, and when tho firab stick 
of timbor wus roaiiy it was hauled across by 
means of rope and tackle, and night pub an 
end to further work. Thero was a camp on 
either Bide of tho ohasm. No maD dared 
try that foot bridge, though the timber was 
foob Equare. The ends muBt first be Be- 
oured on the rooky banks. Ac our ond it 
rested near tho edge of a rooky shelf, and 
was throo feet higher than ab tho other. 

For two hours after supper we talkod bick 
and forth and congratulated ourselves on 
getting the first timber acroHB. Then ono by 
ono tho inon wrapped therr.aelvos in their 
blankets and turned in to sloep. By 10 
o'olook all was quiot on either side. There 
had been no talk of Indians. The last bat- 
tle had driven thorn to the north, and it had 
been weeks and montha since a rodskin had 
been soon. A singlo aontinol was stationed, 
but moro bocauso of military disciplino 
than from any fear that tho savages 
might ba skulking about. The ono 
eontiuol would guard both cimpa. Ho was 
stationed on a rock to tho left of the tim- 
ber, and when reliovod at midnlghb report- 
ed thr.b all was well.

No amount of angry denunciation, 
no ugly eplthots hurled at thoBe who take 
high ground on the matter should be allowed 
toobBcure tho real issue. Do tho beet in- 
terests of sooioty demand thab thoro shall 
be secured to all tho privileges of a weekly 
day of rest ? This is tho problem to be 
solved, not by animated appeals to religious 
or anti roligious prf-judicea, bub by a calm, 
dispassionate study and application of the 
established principles of political ooonomy.

An Orange Custard. 

An orango custard is a simplo pud- 
ding which is also delicate and appetiz- 
ing. Beat 4 eggs thoroughly, add tho 
grated rind of an orango, fi tablospoon- 
fuls of sugar, half a teaspoonful of salt 
and 1 14 pints of milk. Butter small 
stono or tin pudding molds holding 
about l, l ,< gills and sprinklo a littlo 
sugar in each ono. Pour tho custard into 
these, sot them in a pau of lukewarm 
water and bako in a moderate oven un- 
til firm in tho confer. They should bo 
eaten cold and aro very nico without a 
sauce, but a soft custard flavored with 
a littlo good sherry poured ovor them is 
a groat addition. 



Polish For Wood Floors. 

An authority on such matters says 
that for tlio floor tho best possiblo finish 
is a priming of raw linseed oil and Ja- 
pan driers, rubbed off after an hour or 
so, and left to dry. Then shollao and 
polish with a wax finish, which is wax 
dissolved in boiling turpentine spirits 
and can bo bought ready for uso. Tho 
hall floor will bo required to withstand 
considerable wear, and nothing can ex- 
col wax for this purposo. When neces- 
sary, any strong pair of arms is capablo 
of renewing tho polish. 



Delicious Apple Dessert. 
Cover tho bottom of a baking dish 
with pieoosof stale cake dippod in milk. 
Pare, coro and slico several tart apples 
and spread over the cake, sprinkle with 
half a cup of sugar and a little nutmeg 
and bake in a moderate oven till tho ap- 
ples aro tender. Take out, heap tho top 
with white of an egg beaten to a froth, 
sweetened and flavored with vanilla. 
Set in tho oven to brown lightly. Sorvo 
cold with cream, whipped or plain. 



Household Hints. 

Clean glass globes by soaking first in 
hot soda water; then wash in lukewarm 
ammonia water and rinse in clear cold 
wator. 

To keop salt from hardening in tho 
salt cellars mix a littlo cornstarch or 
finely sifted flour with tho salt.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tlio Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow the Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re 
coipt of its Rovonuo for tho Year 
1895. 

Wiikiieab by vlrtuo of tho Municipal Act 
1892, and Amondlng Acta, ovory municipality 
may under tho conditions contained thoroin 
borrow from any porson suoh sum of monoy 
not oxceodir g, howovor, an amount equal to 
Bovonty-flvo por cent, of tho amount of taxoB 
collootod during tho previous year (1894) of tho 
sum that was levied that year by a gonoral 
rato upon land, improvoiiionta or real prop' 
orty in tho municipality, and bearing such rate 
of lntorost as may bo requlBito, to moot tho 
current logal oipondlturo of tho Corporation, 
which becomes pnyablo out of tho annual 
rovonuo boforo tho rovonuo for tho yoar be- 
comes payablo by tho tax payors; 

And wHKiiKAS Bovonty-flvo por cont. of tho

Ani> WHERKA8 to meet tho curroct legal ox> 
pondlturo of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho yoar 1805. payablo out of tho 
annual rovonuo, boforo such rovonuo for such 
year becomes payable by tho tax payors, it 
requisite far tho sala Corporation to borrow

Therefore tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tlio City of Vlotoria onacts as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by iho Mayor and the 
Finance Commlttoo thoroof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of tho said Corporation from any 
purson or porsons, firm or firms, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willinrt to advanco 
tho saroo, tho sum of $120,100, In such amounts 
and at such times assubjeot as horclnaftor pro- 
vided tho samo may iu iho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Financo Committee of tho 
Council bo requlrod, boaring Interest at a 
rato not oxceediug livo per contum por annum. 

Soc. 2. Tho monoy bo borrowed shall bo ox- 
pendod in dofraylng tho current legal oxpinses 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 189o, and 
shall, together with tho IntoroBt thoreon, bo 
ro-paynblo and repaid to tho lendor or londors 
thoroof, on or boforo tho 31st day of Decombor, 
1895, out of tho municipal rovonuo for tho said 
year. 

Soc. 3. Tho nmount so borrowod and lntorost 
thoroon Bhall bo a liability of Iho said Corpora- 
tion payablo out of tho municipal rovonuo for 
current yoar 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given as acknowledgment of such liability 
shall bo a promissory noto or notes to tho said 
londor or londora us tho sums may bo requlrod, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FlnancoCommltteo 
and tho Clork of tho Buld Corporation, and 
boaring 1 ho soal of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall bo made payafclo on or bO' 
foro tho 31st Deoembor, 1895, and shall contain 
a clause that tho liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion lncurrod by said promissory noto or notes 
Bhall bo a liability payablo out of tho municipal 
rovonuo for tho curront year 1895.

Despite Hard Times, Shows n. Handsome Sur- 
plus From the Past Year's 
Business. 

Tho annual general mor tirg of tho Vic- 
toria Electric Railway it Lighting Co. waB 
held yesterday evening, with the largest 
attendance in tho hiBloiy of tlio company. 
The president, Major C. T. Dupont, occu- 
pied tho chair, and In opening presented 
tho elirectors' report and statement of ao- 
oeuuts for tho year juat closed. 

This report showed tho total numbor of 
fareB collocted to havo been 1,027,055, whilo 
.'190,000 miles woro travelled by the oars in 
s rvice during tho yoar. Few interruptions 
to truilic had occurred, tho aggrecate stop- 
pages of tho cara representing a delay of but 
16 hours during tho entire year — ono electric 
day loat through various not to bo antici- 
pated mishaps, with tho cars running three 
hundrod and sixty-four days during tho 
year. 

This record for regularity of sorvico is 
ono which tho company rightly fool proud 
of ; it is not surpassed by roads much 
longer in operation than that of Victoria, 
und consequently less liablo to voxaliouj in- 
terruptions. 

Tho total tramway earnings for tho yeur 
are sot down at 594,597 85, whilo the 
operating expenses totalled £77,805 89, 
leaving a surplus of 516,791 9u, deBplto 
the gonoral complaint of hard umea and tho 
disposition of everyono toward rigid econo- 
my. This profit is exclusively from tho 
tramway dopartmont of tho oompany's sor- 
vico, the lighting business not yot having 
been taken over from tho syndicate operat- 
ing ib. It will bo transferred shortly, whon 
tho profits from tho lighting will bo added 
to the total from tramway operation.

A Yokohama dispatch says : During tho 
fight resul ing in the cipturu of tho fort on 
Lin Koing Tao inland, in the harbor of 
Wei- Hal- Wei, tho magazine of JiBto fort 
Wju blown up. 

A Shanghai dispatch says that thn Chin- 
ese account of the fighting us Wei Hal Wei 
denies tho roport that tho warships Ling 
Yuon and Chiug Yuen woro sunk, and aho 
assorls that tho Li Kung Tao forri has not 
b on taken. Tho BhipB, this ucoount says, 
woro merely damaged. Tho same report 
says t hat thoro aro no Japanese except a fow 
scout a neur Cheefoo.
